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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 


Milwaukee,  April  i,  1889. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Milwaukee  : 
Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the 
annual  report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1889,  together  with  such  recommendations  as. seem  to 
me  neccessary  to  secure  the  fullest  efficiency  in  the  work  of 
the  department. 

As  you  are  aware  I took  charge  of  the  police  force  October 
26,  1888.  I found  the  discipline  of  the  department  lax  : drunk- 
enness, violation  of  established  rules,  visiting  saloons  while  on 
duty,  etc.,  was  of  frequent  occurrence.  The  reduction  of  two 
roundsmen  and  prompt  dismissal  of  every  member  of  the  force  * 
found  guilty  of  intoxication,  and  suspending  with  loss  of  pay  or 
imposing  a fine  for  minor  offenses,  has  in  a measure  served  to 
^ .check  the  evil. 

The  composition  of  the  force  at  this  date  is  as  follows  : 

1 chief,  1 inspector,  1 captain,  3 lieutenants,  10  detectives,  3 
sergeants,  3 roundsmen,  150  patrolmen  (two  of  whom  are  de- 
'.Jailed  as  acting  roundsmen),  1 secretary,  1 assistant  superin- 
J.tendent  of  police  alarm,  2 linemen,  3 operators,  1 janitor,  1 
^matron  ; total  181  persons. 

! Of  the  148  patrolmen  n are  detailed  for  duty  at  street  cross- 
ings and  bridges  ; one  at  the  office  of  the  City  Attorney  ; 12  for 
M patrol  wagon  service;  7 as  stationkeepers ; 37  for  day,  and 
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8o  for  night  patrol  duty.  With  a population  estimated  at  210,000, 
this  would  allow  one  police  officer  to  every  5,675  inhabitants  in 
the  daytime,  and  one  officer  to  2,625  at  night,  not  taking  into 
consideration  absentees  on  account  of  sickness,  vacations,  etc., 
which  average  eight  per  day  the  year  around. 

While  it  is  universally  acknowledged  that  we  have  the  most 
orderly  city  of  its  size  in  America,  yet  I think  it  policy  to  increase 
the  numerical  strength  of  the  force  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth 
of  the  city,  both  in  population  and  area.  In  other  large  cities 
one  officer  to  every  seven  or  eight  hundred  inhabitants  is  con- 
sidered a fair  average  ; and  from  the  fact  that  our  city  covers  a 
large  territory,  and  the  outlying  districts  being  rapidily  built  up,  an 
increase  of  the  police  force  will  become  imperative  in  the  near 
future.  To  meet  this  demand  a squad  of  mounted  patrol  should 
be  added  to  the  present  force  and  placed  on  duty  in  the  more  re- 
mote and  thinly  settled  wards,  where  they  would  undoubtedly  be 
of  great  assistance  and  render  valuable  service  to  this  depart- 
ment. 

In  cities  where  the  mounted  patrol  system  has  been  adopted, 
and  especially  in  the  West,  that  branch  of  the  service  is  regarded 
as  indispensible  for  the  proper  protection  of  such  districts. 

The  Central  Station,  with  the  improvements  now  being  made, 
is  in  good  condition,  as  is  also  the  West  Side  Station.  But  I desire 
to  again  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  providing  a new  station  for  the  south  side,  the  pres- 
ent building  being  entirely  inadequate  for  the  business  transacted 
and  the  number  of  men  stationed  in  that  precinct.  Its  location 
is  not  desirable  and  its  sanitary  condition  is  such  as  to  make  it 
unfit  for  occupancy. 
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In  the  event  of  a new  police  station  being  constructed  on  the 
South  Side  in  a more  central  locality,  I would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  old  station  be  converted  into  a patrol  house, 
thus  retaining  proper  police  protection  for  the  manufacturing 
center  of  the  South  Side. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  work  for  the  patrol  service  is  in- 
creasing materially  each  year,  so  much  so,  that  I have  often 
wondered  how  the  men  and  horses  were  able  to  endure  it,  I deem 
it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  another  police  patrol  station 
be  constructed  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Seventh  and  Wells 
streets,  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  at  an  early  day.  This  would  enable 
us  to  render  prompt  assistance  in  every  emergency  and  relieve 
the  overworked  men  and  horses  at  headquarters. 

With  the  addition  of  two  patrol  wagons,  a number  of  sentry- 
boxes  already  contracted  for,  and  other  improvements  that  are 
being  made  under  the  able  supervision  of  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent Oscar  Kleinsteuber,  whose  report  is  hereto  annexed,  we 
would  have  the  most  complete  police  patrol  system  in  the 
country. 

Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  praise  of  the  system  now  in 
vogue  for  the  selection  of  men  for  appointment  on  the  force  by 
the  Board  of  Fire  and  Police  Commissioners.  It  is  such  a marked 
improvement  over  the  old  custom  that  our  citizens  may  be  con- 
gratulated for  having  secured  the  wise  legislation  which  instituted 
this  commission.  Under  this  law  an  officer  has  the  assurance 
that  the  permanency  of  his  connection  with  the  force  depends 
solely  upon  an  honest,  faithful  and  obedient  discharge  of  the 
duties  devolving  upon  him. 
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The  proverbial  good  order  of  the  city  has  been  maintained, 
and  the  law  against  gambling  rigidly  enforced  through  per- 
sistent raids  and  earnest  prosecution  of  offenders.  The  public 
display  of  prostitution  has  been  so  far  stamped  out  that  the  de- 
partment is  in  receipt  of  very  few  complaints  from  that  source. 

We  are  under  obligations  for  courtesies  extended  to  us  and 
for  valuable  assistance  given  by  the  police  departments  of  other 
cities.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Chicago  department,  which 
on  account  of  its  location  brings  us  very  frequently  into  close 
relations,  and  the  prompt  attention  given  every  call  upon  them, 
which  are  numerous  at  times,  is  very  gratifying  indeed. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Honorable  Common  Council,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  and 
Police  Commissioners,  and  to  his  Honor,  Mayor  Thomas  H. 
Brown,  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me  since  my  connection 
with  this  department.

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REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  POLICE 
ALARM  DEPARTMENT. 


Police  Telephone  Office,  April  i,  1889. 

J.  T.  Janssen , Esq.,  Chief  of  Police: 

Sir — In  accordance  with  existing  rules,  I have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
fifth  annual  report  of  the  police  telephone  and  signal  system,  showing  the 
several  improvements  and  extensions  made  during  the  year  ending  March  31, 
1889. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  active  since  the  organization  of  this  sys- 
tem. The  entire  length  of  wires  has  been  inspected  and  rebuilt  wherever  it 
became  necessary,  making  them  more  adapted  to  the  work  they  are  required 
to  do.  One  of  the  principal  improvements  was  the  adoption  of  copper  wire  in 
place  of  galvanized  iron  wire.  Fifteen  miles  of  the  same  was  strung  on  poles 
and  is  doing  excellent  service.  While  the  first  cost  of  copper  wire  is  some- 
what higher  than  iron  wire,  the  former  lasts  fully  twice  as  long  as  iron  wire 
and  makes  by  far  a better  conductor.  I would,  therefore,  recommend  the  use 
of  copper  wire. 

Twenty-five  new  sentry  boxes  provided  with  telephones  were  added  to  the 
number  in  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  making  a total  of  147  boxes  at 
the  present  time.  The  new  boxes  were  purchased  of  the  Chicago  Police 
Signal  Company  and  are  provided  with  the  latest  appliances.  They  are  doing 
their  work  in  such  excellent  style  that  I feel  justified  ‘in  recommending  the 
same  for  future  need.  The  boxes  were  erected  on  solid  foundations  and  are 
able  to  resist  the  roughest  kind  of  weather.  It  became  necessary  to  plant  230 
poles  for  making  connections  with  the  above  mentioned  boxes  ; a new  circuit 
was  also  built  on  the  West  Side. 
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A 6oo-foch,  nineteen  wire,  submarine  cable  was  laid  at  the  foot  of  East 
Water  street,  running  in  a southeasterly  direction  to  Barclay  street.  It  is 
a paraffine  cable,  made  by  the  Western  Electric  Mfg.  Co.,  and  was  laid 
twenty-four  feet  under  the  surface  of  the  water,  an  extra  channel  having  been 
dredged  for  that  purpose. 

The  construction  of  a new  box  circuit  on  the  West  Side  has  become  ab- 
solutely necessary,  but  the  work  thereon  cannot  be  commenced  until  a cable  is 
laid  ; therefore,  I would  urge  the  purchase  of  a twenty-four  wire  cable. 

A great  deal  has  been  said  for  and  against  the  practicability  of  placing 
wires  underground.  The  experience  of  this  department  with  the  underground 
system  makes  me  confident  that  underground  wires  will  work  equally  as  well 
as  overhead  wires,  providing  the  work  is  done  properly  and  only  the  best  of 
materials  used.  Last  fall  this  department  laid  an  okonite  20-wire  cable  en- 
closed in  a 2 1/2  inch  iron  conduit  5,065  feet  in  length,  from  the  Central  Station 
along  Broadway  to  the  foot  of  East  Water  -street,  connecting  there  with  a sub- 
marine cable.  These  underground  wires  have  thus  far  worked  perfectly,  and 
I have  no  fears  but  that  an  extension  of  the  system  will  prove  equally  satis- 
factory. 

The  number  of  telephones  in  use  are  102.  The  total  length  of  wires 
aggregate  115  miies,  divided  into  eight  alarm  circuits  and  fifteen  single  cir- 
cuits, the  latter  connecting  with  the  switch  board,  as  follows  :

The  switch-board  is  made  for  twenty-four  lines  and  can  instantly  be  con- 
nected for  communication  with  all  alarm  boxes  and  any  line  which  the  Wis 
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consin  Telephone  Company  has  in  operation.  I also  wish  to  mention  that  the 
latter  company  has  granted  to  this  department  the  use  of  its  toll  lines  free  of 
charge.  All  local  telephone  batteries  for  sentry  boxes  heretofore  placed  in 
private  dwellings  and  stores  to  protect  them  from  freezing,  were  replaced  by 
dry  batteries,  located  in  the  sentry  boxes;  they  have  proven  a success  and  the 
annoyance  to  parties  accommodating  the  department  in  this  way  obviated.

The  weakest  part  of  our  department  is  the  operating  department,  when 
it  is  considered  that  1,500  connections  have  to  be  made  daily,  it  will  appear 
clearly  that  three  operators  have  all  to  do  that  can  be  asked  without  adding 
new  work.  Should  hourly  reports  be  required  from  the  night  patrolmen  as 
taken  in  view,  an  additional  operator  would  become  necessary,  and  in  that 
case  I would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a chief  operator,  who,  besides 
assisting  the  operators  could  attend  to  the  other  office  work  which  might  be- 
come necessary  during  my  absence  when  superintending  the  work  to  be  done 
outside. 

The  annexed  tables  will  give  a correct  record  of  the  work  done  by  patrol 
companies  Nos.  1,  2 and  3.
